NEW RULE 
On an attempted free throw the ball must 
enter the basket or touch the ring. 


The illustration above shows a player 
' attempting a free throw. The ball struck 
the backboard and was then tapped into 
the basket. This is a violation. Should a 
free throw fail to go into the basket or 


touch the ring even though it might touch the back- 
board and then be batted into the basket or against the 
ring by another player, it will be the opponents ball 
out of bounds on the end near the basket for which 
he was throwing.

NEW RULE: Fouled in the act of shooting. 


The illustration above shows a player being 
fouled, from behind, when in the act shooting. 
Two free throws shall be awarded whether the 
goal is made or missed.

Disconcerting a player attempting a free throw. 


OFFICIAL NOTE: To avoid disconcerting the 
free-thrower, neither official should stand in the 
free throw lane or behind the back board. 


The illustration above shows a player about to 
attempt a free throw. Player No. 6 is reaching 
toward the thrower.

The official who calls a foul is responsible for 
| notifying the scorer as to number of the offender. 


It will be necessary for the o*‘icial to make sure 
that the scorer knows the number of the player 
committing the foul. Even ‘hough it requires 
singling the player out, as shown above.
